We  have  audited  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  National  War  Work  Council  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Associations  of  the  United  States,  at  its  headquarters  in  New  York 
and  at  the  six  military  headquarters  at  New  York,  Boston,  Chicago,  San  Francisco,  San 
Antonio  and  Atlanta,  from  the  commencement  of  its  operations  on  April  26th,  1917,  to  July 
31,  1918,  and  have  been  furnished  with  statements  of  the  Overseas  Accounts  prepared  in  Paris 
by  the  Overseas  Comptroller,  Mr.  W.  E.  Seatree  of  our  firm,  and  we  find  that  the  foregoing 
financial  statements  have  been  correctly  prepared  therefrom. 

The  contributions  represent  cash  and  securities  actually  received  at  the  headquarters  at 
New  York  and  at  Paris.  We  made  a  thorough  test  of  the  expenditures  in  the  United  States 
and  found  that  they  had  been  made  under  sufficient  instruction  and  were  properly  vouched. 
The  securities  owned,  which  represent  donations  by  contributors  and  actual  investments,  and 
the  cash  on  hand  in  the  United  States  were  verified  by  us  and  found  in  order.  All  ascer- 
tainable liabilities  have  been  included  in  the  financial  statements. 

We  certify  that  in  our  opinion  the  foregoing  statements  are  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to 
show  correctly  the  financial  transactions  of  the  National  War  Work  Council  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Associations  of  the  United  States  from  the  commencement  of  its  opera- 
tions on  April  26th.  1917.  to  July  31.  1918.

NOTE  1 

Each  service  building  requires  the  constant  attention  from  reveille  to  taps  of  from  1  to  7  "Y" 
men,  according  to  size  of  unit.  In  addition  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  this  staff,  many  of  whom  donate 
all  or  part  of  their  time  in  operating  some  550  of  these  buildings,  a  vast  amount  of  supplies  are  neces- 
sary for  the  great  variety  of  service  rendered.  Aside  from  the  many  activities  specially  noted  under 
other  expense  classifications  are  the  selUng  of  money  orders,  the  safe  keeping  of  valuables,  the  wrapping 
of  personal  effects  to  send  home,  the  furnishing  of  special  reading  matter  and  games.  There  is  also 
included  the  heating  and  lighting  in  cases  where  the  Government  is  unable  to  provide  these  facilities. 
Approximately  $100,000  is  invested  in  postage  stamps  alone,  so  that  there  may  be  at  all  times  a  stamp 
for  the  letter  home. 

NOTE  2 

Up  to  July  31,  1918,  approximately  9.500  uniforms  and  9.000  overcoats  were  furnished  to  Secre- 
taries and  workers  within  the  United  States. 

In  the  same  period  approximately  3,611  Secretaries  and  workers  sent  to  France  and  England  were 
furnished  with  two  uniforms  and  one  overcoat  each,  making  in  all  7,222  uniforms  and  3,61 1  overcoats. 

NOTE  3 

Over  3,500,000  Testaments  have  been  distributed.  About  1,150,000  song  books  have  been  placed 
in  the  Camps  for  use  in  meetings.  Forty-seven  different  pamphlets  have  been  published  and  distri- 
buted in  large  numbers.  In  all,  a  total  of  over  9,600,000  pieces  of  religious  literature  have  been 
distributed. 

At  least  68.000  religious  meetings  were  held,  at  which  there  was  a  total  attendance  of  approximately 
12,000,000.  About  312  religious  speakers  were  sent  out  to  Camps  from  headquarters  at  New  York 
in  addition  to  the  speakers  that  were  arranged  for  locally.  The  attendance  at  Bible  classes  approxi- 
mated 1,900,000. 

NOTE  4 

Many  classes  have  been  conducted  to  teach  English  to  illiterates  and  non-English  speaking 
soldiers.  Professor  E.  H.  Wilkins  of  the  University  of  Chicago  has  been  organizing  the  work  of 
instruction  in  French.  The  plan  is  to  have  military  commanders  detail  officers  to  secure  instruction 
for  themselves  at  definite  hours  and  also  to  arrange  for  the  instruction  of  privates  selected  from 
military  units.  It  is  estimated  that  on  a  monthly  average,  there  were  50,000  men  enrolled  in  French 
Classes.  A  great  variety  of  subjects  are  being  taught,  including  History,  Elementary  and  Advanced 
Mathematics,  etc.  Numerous  educational  lectures  have  been  given  by  educators  of  high  ability. 
The  contributors  to  this  work  include  talented  men  furnished  by  the  National  Board  for  Historical 
Service  and  the  Society  of  American  Geographers.  The  monthly  attendance  at  these  lectures  approxi- 
mates 700,000.  Recently  special  provision  has  been  made  to  cooperate  with  the  Government  in  work 
among  Foreign-speaking  men,  especially  in  the  "development  battallion"  organized  to  train  foreigners. 

NOTE  5 

Concerts  and  vaudeville  have  been  provided  for  the  men  at  a  cost  which  is  small  for  the  number 
of  entertainments  given.  Not  only  do  stage  and  lyceum  stars  volunteer  their  services  in  America, 
but  more  than  a  hundred  entertainers  are  in  France  at  all  times,  sent  there  by  the  entertainment 
section  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  by  America's  Over  There  Theatre  League.  Twenty-five  professional 
coaches  have  gone  overseas  to  encourage  and  develop  talent  among  the  soldiers  themselves.  The  most 
striking  result  of  this  department  thus  far  was  a  performance  of  "Joan  of  Arc,"  a  pageant,  at  Domremy, 
the  birthplace  of  the  Maid  of  Orleans. 

NOTE  6 

Motion  pictures  selected  and  projected  by  the  "Y"  are  used  in  constantly  increasing  quantities  for 
the  entertainment  of  the  soldiers  here  and  overseas.  The  number  of  showings  in  America  never  falls 
below  1,400  a  week,  more  than  7,185,000  feet  of  film  being  unreeled  before  1,200,000  enlisted  men. 


NOTE  7 

The  scope  of  the  physical  work  undertaken  will  be  indicated  by  the  quantity  of  the  following  ath- 
letic supplies  distributed  and  now  on  order  for  use  in  the  Camps  within  the  United  States:

NOTE  8 

More  than  2,000,000  sheets  of  Red  Triangle  stationery  are  distributed  in  the  American  camps 
daily,  and  approximately  1,000,000  to  the  fighting  men  overseas.  Half  as  many  envelopes  are  required. 
The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  recently  placed  an  order  for  3,500  tons  of  paper  to  handle  the  demand  for  this  service, 
which  is  rendered  without  cost  to  the  soldier.  At  the  same  time.  942.920  penholders  and  2,060,000 
pen  points  were  ordered. 

NOTE  9 

Selected  men  are  devoting  their  entire  time  to  lectures  in  the  military  Camps  on  the  subject  of  sex 
education,  under  the  auspices  of  the  War  Work  Council,  their  lectures  supplementing  the  talks  of  the 
military  medical  staff  with  appeals  for  clean  living  and  educating  the  men  more  fully  in  the  moral 
and  social  aspects  of  the  question.  Thousands  of  volunteers,  men  and  women,  donated  their  services 
as  lecturers,  entertainers,  social  workers,  etc.,  at  the  camps. 

NOTE  10 

The  benefit  of  the  "Y"  War  Service  is  revealed  by  the  War  Work  Council's  expenditure  of 
$307,470.39  through  organizations  which  are  providing  comforts  for  Allied  prisoners  of  war  in  the 
enemy  countries  and  for  soldiers  interned  in  neutra)  countries. 

NOTE  11 

Outside  of  Paris  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  England  and  France  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
was  operating  on  July  31st  at  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five  points:

GENERAL 

In  addition  to  the  3,569  Secretaries  recruited  and  appointed  for  home  camps,  3,611  men  and  600 
women  were  appointed  and  sent  overseas  up  to  July  31st.  Secretaries  for  overseas  work  are  now 
being  recruited  at  the  rate  of  about  1,000  per  month. 

Since  the  first  American  troops  reached  Europe,  we  have  shipped  among  other  materials  and 
supplies,  the  following  items  and  amounts:

as  well  as  great  quantities  of  soda  fountain  equipment  and  syrups,  canned  fruits,  jam,  cough  drops, 
stoves,  automobiles,  motorcycles,  moving  picture  machines  and  a  saw  mill. 

The  variety  of  service  given  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  the  American  camps 
there  were  on  July  31st  659  physical  or  recreation  directors,  374  educational  directors,  293  camp  gen- 
eral secretaries.  791  building  secretaries;  897  assistants  and  41  miscellaneous  secretaries  and  514 
religious  work  directors. 

All  the  work  done  in  America  has  its  counterpart  overseas,  with  the  important  addition  of  a 
motor  transport  division  operating  more  than  600  trucks. 


LEAVE  AREAS 

The  y.  M.  C.  A.  has  been  asked  to  provide,  in  a  large  way,  for  soldiers  on  furlough.  These 
men  are  required,  when  they  get  their  leave  of  eight  days  every  four  months,  to  spend  it  at  one  of 
the  designated  leave  areas.  The  Army  pays  for  the  board  and  lodging  of  the  men  in  the  hotels 
which  agree  to  take  them  at  special  prices,  while  all  the  recreation  and  entertainment  is  provided 
by  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  Aix  les  Bains  was  the  first  of  these  centers  to  be  opened. 
St.  Malo  is  another  more  recently  inaugurated,  and  others  will  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by  the 
A.  E.  F.  Headquarters. 

It  is  expected  that  ten  per  cent  of  the  Army  will  be  on  leave  all  the  time,  requiring  provision 
to  be  made,  at  the  present,  for  200,000  men. 

The  English  and  French  soldiers  on  securing  leave  of  absence,  are  able  to  reach  home  in  a  few 
hours.    Therefore  this  service  is  of  vital  importance  to  our  soldiers. 


SOLDIERS'  REMITTANCES 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  undertaken  to  provide  the  necessary  facilities  for  enabling  the  soldiers  and 
sailors  overseas  to  send  money  home  to  their  families.  The  money  is  received  wherever  we  have 
secretaries  who  transmit  to  Headquarters  in  Paris  the  names  and  addresses  of  those  to  whom  the 
money  is  to  be  sent,  and  weekly  lists  are  forwarded  to  New  York  and  the  money  paid  promptly 
from  the  New  York  Headquarters. 

These  remittances  now  amount  to  approximately  One  Million  Dollars  a  week  and  represent  over 
and  above  home  allowance  and  war  risk  insurance  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the  enlisted  men. 

One  steamer  alone  recently  brought  to  New  York  a  list  aggregating  over  21,000  names  of  persons 
in  the  United  States  to  whom  money  was  to  be  remitted.
